Badee-Baden's Baths. 


Close to the new castle stands the 
Fredricksbad, the most splendid and 
my op bathing-house in the world, 
so I am told. It is three stories high, 
rising up against the southern slope 
of the Schlossberg in the form of ter- 
races, and backs directly against the 
hot springs which give vapor for the 
Russian and heat for the Turkish 
baths. In some of the rooms the 
bathing tubs are hewn out of the 
solid marble. They have steps lead- 
ing down to them, and each jis pro- 
vided with apparatus for a shower 
ora jet douche. Some of the tubs 
have fine sand or mud at the bottom ; 
they say itis good for ‘‘rheumaticks.”’ 
In each room there is a comfortable 
couch where you may read and nap 
after your bath as long as you like. 

Up stairs, on the second floor, I 
had some sportin a large circular 
swimming bath, four feet deep and 
twenty-eight feet in diameter. It is 
wholly constructed of marble and 
provided with steps around its cir- 
cumference. This magnificent bath- 
house is 200 feet long; it cost over 
$400,000, and, unlike in most estab- 
lishments of the sort, the accommo- 
dation for the women is precisely the 
fame as for our sturdy selves. I 
must be permitted to d that the 
house belongs to the city and State, 
and that-no fewer than fifteen physi- 
cians of Baden are ready daily to give 
visitors advice as to the proper kind 
of baths to take.

Oo a 
call from a delegate, three cheers were 
given.for Sherman before the reading 
could continue, and its close was 
marked by wild cheering. A motion 
was made to adopt the whole platform 
by acclamation, and it was done unan- 
imously, without a dissenting voice. 
Tremendous cheering followed, and 
loud calls were made for Sherman. 
Sherman did not appear, and the re- 
port of the Committee on permanent 
organization was read and adopted. 
Hon. John Sherman, wzs made per- 
manent Chairman. Dr. Graydom, of 
Cincinnati, then took the platform 
and nominated Governor Foraker for 
his second term in a ten minute 
speech. There was much cheering, 
and the motion was carried by accla- 
mation amid a whirlwind of cheers. 
A committee wes appointed to escort 
Foraker to the hall, and the nonina- 
tion for Lieutenant Governor was pro- 
ceeded with. Hon. Asa Bushnell, of 
Soringfield, was named, but declined 
becauss of important business inter- 
ests which would suffer. Sen ter 
Thos.
